3ecause, owing to the present temporary depression in Canada, as 
throughout the world, but fortunately less acute in this country than else- 
where, there is a tendency on the part of many people to become unduly 
pessimistic, it is perhaps well to pass on some excerpts from this very 
illuminating article in the Toronto paper: 

Economic life is ever in a state of flux. The fortunes of nations are 
affected by some radical change which may raise or lower their status 
among the powers. Business men find themselves drawn into the current 
of new demands and competition, through which the most careful naviga- 
tion is necessary. Even persons in the most humble circumstances and 
those who for one reason or another are not engaged in active work cannot 
fail to notice how their living habits are altered over a period of time. 

The most recent period of prosperity probably lends itself to more 
thorough analysis than any other; for one reason, ‘because from the data 
available we can more accurately measure the forces employed; we can 
well determine the” degree of economic recovery from the most disastrous 
conflict in history. Ten years ago the receding tide of war influences left a 
mass of economic disorder. Inflation of credit and currency, severe depres- 
sion in commodity prices, unstable political conditions, an enormous weight 
of debt and taxation and serious labor troubles of 
the difficulties which faced world business. 

The economic of the finally mobilized along the 
broadest front ever occupied by an army of workers. The ensuing advance 
was not uniform the world over; the United States, Canada, France and 
Argentine swept ahead of other countries, but progress was made almost 
everywhere on the globe, and in this period of intense economic activity 
world production reached a record level.

An analysis made by the Canadian Bank of Commerce bears out this 
An interesting sidelight in that analysis is a comparison between 
the progress of Canada and that of the world as a whole. It should not be 
taken for granted that Canadian production of basic commodities exceeded 
that of every other country, but it is a proven fact that the rate of increase 
in Canadian production exceeded that of the world by a wide margin in 
many of the most important branches of economic life. 

This advance of Canada was so rapid as to place her among that small 
group of nations which enjoys a highly diversified economic organization,

Nearly one billion dollars was in- 
vested in central electric power sta- 
tions in Canada at the end of 1928, 
or $956,919,603 to be exact, according 


to an official report issued by the! 


Canadian Government Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. This is twice the amount ot 
the investment in this industry in 
1920 and over $90,000,000 more than 
the tetal in 1927. An indication of 
the importance taking place in elec- 
tric power developments throughout 


Canada and the amount of capital | 


being invested, is given by the state- 


ment in the report that the total of | 


$956,919,603 was a larger capital ex- 
penditure than the railways of Can- 
ada reported for 1928. 

The rapid growth of the pulp and 
paper industry in the Dominion in re- 
cent years has been an important 
factor in the growth of central elec- 
tric power stations. In the year un- 
der review, the electric motors in the 
pulp and paper mills of Canada had 
a rating of 859,017 horse-power or 36 
per cent. of the total rating of all 
such motors in manufacturing indus- 
t:ies and mines, an increase of 520 
per cent. since 1920. 

Central electric power stations in 
Canada in 1928 produced 16,337,804,- 
000 kilowatt hours, an increase of 12 
per cent. over the output in 1927, and 
177 per cent. compared with the 
1920 output. 

The number of customers who pur- 


| 
chased power from the central elec- 


tric power stations was 1,464,005, an 
increase of 82,037 over 1927. 
1.6 per cent of the electric power 
produced in the central stations is 
from fuel plants. Water power is 
among the principal of Canada's na- 
tural resources. There is available 20 
million horse-power at ordinary mini- 
mum stream flow throughout the 
year rising to over 33 millions for at 
least six months of the year. To date 


only about 5,500,000 horse-power 
have been harnessed. 
Compared with other countries, 


Canada stands second only to the 
United States in turbine horse-power 
installation, and second in_ turbine 


horsg-power installation per 1,000 of | 


population, Norway alone being high- 


er. On a per capita basis Canada has | 
nearly five times the installation of 


the United States. 

There is now scarcely a village in 
Canada that does not enjoy the ad- 
vantages of electric power. In British 
Columbia, for each 100 of the popu- 
lation, 18 families are using electri- 


city for lighting their homes; for all | 


Canada the average is 14.5, This 
means, reckoning 4.63 persons to a 
household, that over two-thirds of the 


homes in Canada, rural and urban in- } 


cluded, are using electricity for light- 
ing and other domestic purposes.

NEGLECT WOMEN IN 
CHOOSING CANDIDATES 


Women have enjoyed the franchise 
in Dominion affairs since 1917, though 
it was not until 1921 that the unres- 
tricted franchise was given them. 
Still that is eleven years ago. 

Add to that fact another, which is 
that women represent some 56 per 
cent, of the voting strength of Canada 
at the polls on July 28th. 

Then consider that in all the 245 
electoral divisions of Canada not a 
woman has been given a nomination 
by either of the chief parties in a 
“safe seat.” 

Miss McPhail, who has sat in the 
House since 1921, is Progressive, and 
even she—unless someone drops out 
before nomination day—is up against 
an uncertain three-cornered fight. 

Half the seats in Canada are reas- 
onably safe for one part or the other. 
That is, nomination is about tanta- 
iount to election.

GRAIN SURPLUSES 


Machinery displacement of horses 
and mules has much to do with the 
existing surpluses of grains on this 
continent and the grossly over-pro- 
duced condition of the agricultural in- 
dustry, declares a recently issued pub- 
lication of the Horse Association of 
America. 


As a partial remedy of the situa- 
tion the publication urges that horses 
and mules be used wherever and 
whenever they are found as cheap of 
operation as motor driven vehicles. 

It is claimed that the destruction 
of the normal increase in horses and 
mules through the substitution of 
automobiles, trucks and tractors has 
cut down the acreage needed for ani- 
mal power production and mainten- 
ance from 107,162,500 acres to 62,- 
905,000 acres in America,

Without the Safeguard of Livestock: 
Crop, Any Grain Country May 
Face Danger 
China is in the grip of a food fam- 
Why are two million Chinese 

doomed to die? 

The Kimberley press answers this 
by Saying that they starve because 
they have no live stock. They farm 
scientifically, with crop rotation, yet 
they have no great reserve of food 
such as is represented by the flocks 
of America. If a land depends on its 
plant crops entirely, one crop failure 
is likely to be famine. But a live- 
stock industry represents a huge res- 
ervoir of foodstuffs on which a coun- 
try may draw. 

Before livestock became an essen- 


ine, 


tial of general farming, famine con- 
ditions were likely to arise anywhere, 
as they frequently did. 

The parts of United States where 
no livestock is kept, are the sections 
where the farmers have the hardest 
time to get along. The introduction 
and encouragement of diversified 
farming have been a prime mission in 
the work of agricultural schools and 
departments. 

More than half the annual value of 
the farm products of America lies in 
cattle, hogs, sheep, horses, poultry, 
and by-products of these.

ADD TO WEED PRIZES SCHOOL 
AND FAIR EXHIBITS 


The Alberta department of agricul- 
ture realizes that the collecting and 
mounting of weed plants by the boys 
and girls of the province is of ines- 
timable value in teaching the general 
public to know noxious 
weeds. E. L. Gray, field crops com- 
missioner, says it has now been ar- 
ranged that in order to increase the 
interest in weed collections, the prize 
money given for these at the provin- 
cial seed fair be augmented by the 
addition of $10, $6 and $4 to the first, 
second and third prizes, ‘respectively. 
These prizes have been $3, $2.75 and 
$2.50 at fairs of recent years followed 
by fourth prize of $2.25; fifth $2.00; 
sixth, $1.75; 7th, $1.50 and eighth 
$1.25. 

In addition to the above increases

While United States tourists spend 
close to $300,000,000 annually in Can- 
ada, this country’s tourist expendi- 
tures in the United States are by far 
the greater, on a per capita basis. 

During 1929 Canadian tourists 
spent $91,000,000 across the border, a 
Canadian expenditure of $9.10 per 
capita, 

The per capita expenditure of the 
United States 
tourist activity amounts to only $2.33 
per capita. 

It is believed here that the right

accommodation—would swell the Un- 
ited States per capita expenditures to 
the same high proportions as the Can- 
adian per capita expenditures in the 
United States.
